400 extra 
places to 
be created 
at schools 


PLANS to expand three 
schools to admit almost 400 
extra pupils have been ap¬ 
proved. 

Dudley Council is facing a 
growing demand for school 
spaces and education boss 
Councillor Tim Crumpton 
has now given the go-ahead 
for proposals for 210 extra 
places at Sledmere Primary 
School in Dudley. 

Under the plans bosses 
will also create an additional 
105 places for Gig Mill Pri¬ 
mary in Stourbridge and 
70 for Kate’s Hill Primary 
School. They would be avail¬ 
able in September 2015. 

The plans come as officers 
predict a surge in demand 
for primary school places 
over the next three years 
and they want to ensure 
there are enough availa¬ 
ble spaces in the borough’s 
schools. 

They are predicting de¬ 
mand for an additional 
1,000 spaces. 

Council officers are also 
considering providing extra 
spaces at Hob Green Pri¬ 
mary School in Stourbridge, 
Howley Grange Primary 
School in Halesowen and 
Netherton Primary School 
next year. 

Councillor Crumpton 
said: “Dudley is continuing 
to experience a consistent 
increase in the numbers of 
primary aged children re- 
quiri ng a school place.”

A MOTORCYCLIST from 
Cradley Heath is in a criti¬ 
cal condition in hospital af¬ 
ter a crash in Staffordshire.

MOSQUE APPEAL 
OVER MINARETS 


TWO 29ft minarets and a domed roof 
will not be built on top of a mosque in 
Halesowen after hundreds of objec¬ 
tions from residents. 

The plans by Muslim leaders to extend The 
Baitul Ghafoor Mosque on Long Lane have 
been thrown out by Dudley Council but a 
mosque spokesman said they now intend to 
appeal as they believe 
the application has 
‘not been assessed 
properly’. 

More than 225 residents 
signed a petition opposing 
the plans, fearing the mina¬ 
rets and dome would be out 
of keeping with the building, 
which is a former Methodist 
church. 

Appeal 

There were also concerns 
the development would 
increase the profile of the 
mosque and lead to more 
visitors as well as increased 
noise and traffic. 

Dudley Council has re¬ 
fused planning permission 
for the minarets and dome, 
saying work would be 
‘highly inappropriate and 
immensely damaging’ to the 
building. 

But mosque leaders hit 
back at the complaints, say¬ 
ing all they wanted were 
the symbols of an Islamic 
mosque and described them 
as being the equivalent of a 
church spire. 

They will appeal against 
the council decision. 

The Ahmadiyya Mosque 
was opened at the former 
Methodist Church two years 
ago and in May leaders ap¬ 
plied for planning permis¬ 
sion to add a central dome 
and minarets. 

Halesowen North Coun¬ 
cillor Karen Shakespeare 
said: “I had a lot of resi-

dents contact me and I fully 
supported them. I am really 
pleased it has been refused. 

“It doesn’t affect their 
worship and I hope they 
won’t appeal because they 
are keen to work as part of 
the community.” 

She added: “I hope they 
understand now that it is 
not something the com¬ 
munity feel is right for the 
area.” 

However, Dr Muhammad 
Ashraf from The Ahmadiyya 
Muslim Association, which 
is behind the application, 
said he believes the plans 
were opposed by residents 
who misunderstand Islam. 

Dr Ashraf claims that ha¬ 
tred towards the religion is 
more of a reason than the 
effects on the landscape of 
the minarets and dome roof. 

He said: “The local people 
don’t know the facts. Islam 
is a peaceful religion and 
the Muslims here are peace 
loving people. We do a lot for 
the community. 

“We will be appealing. 
Justice is for everybody not 
just a few people. 

“All we are asking for is 
the symbols of our commu¬ 
nity, they are the symbols 
of an Islamic mosque, just 
like a church spire. I think 
the application has not been 
assessed properly by the 
council.”

THE Black Country has been mourn¬ 
ing comic Tommy Mundon, who has 
died aged 80 after a five-year battle 
against Parkinson’s disease. 

Tributes poured in from the showbiz 
world including fellow veteran comic 
Ken Dodd and Alan ‘Aynuk’ Smith 
who called him ‘an ambassador for the 
Black Country’. 

Mr Mundon,one of the stars of the 
Black Country Night Out, died on 
Monday morning at Mary Stevens 
Hospice, in Stourbridge, where he was 
receiving palliative care. 

He leaves wife of 42 years Val, 
daughter Caroline and three grand-

children, Daniel, nine, Lucy, seven, 
and 18-month-old William. 

The funnyman from Halesowen was 
a regular on the comedy circuit for 50 
years but he had to quit two years ago.

Friend 

The king of Black Country comedy 
died four months after celebrating his 
80th birthday. 

Ken Dodd, a close friend of Tommy’s

And he 
was more than a comedian, he was a 
humorist, he knew all the Black Coun¬ 
try stories. He was down-to-earth and 
amusing, with a great love of life.” 

Friend Alan Smith, known under 
his stage name Aynuk, had appeared 
with him on stage numerous times 
over the past 50 years. 

The 76-year-old from Netherton, 
recalled Tommy’s pride in the Black 
Country.

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Tributes are paid to popular journalist 


A HUGELY popular sub-editor who 
worked at the Express & Star for 16 
years has died. 

Emma Farmer, 45, worked on the 
Wolverhampton Magazine and was 
previously the newspaper’s features 
editor. 

She died on July 10 having been 
suddenly taken seriously ill the 
week before while fishing with her 
partner, Stan Talbot, 63, to mark 


her birthday. Mr Talbot, of Ham- 
merwich, said: “She had just caught 
the biggest carp either of us had 
ever seen. She’d sometimes say 
‘come and help me with this’ but 
this time she said she wasn’t feeling 
well. Then she collapsed.” 

Miss Farmer had suffered a sub¬ 
arachnoid haemorrhage, a type of 
stroke. She underwent emergency 
surgery but nothing more could 


be done to save her. Mr Talbot, a 
builder, paid tribute to his partner 
of two years. He said: “Emma loved 
life and she loved people.” 

Miss Farmer was a keen athlete 
in her youth, competing in hurdling. 
She grew up in East Riding in York¬ 
shire, one of two daughters born to 
parents Colin and Pat. She joined 
the Express & Star in 1998, after 
working for the Press Association. 


Express & Star editor Keith Har¬ 
rison said: “Emma was a hugely 
popular and talented member of the 
team.” Columnist Peter Rhodes, 
who worked with Emma for more 
than a decade, said: “She had a won¬ 
derfully dry north country sense of 
humour and she will be terribly 
missed.” 

The funeral at Streetly Cremato¬ 
rium is tomorrow (Friday) 11.15am.

Fatal crash 
driver's bail 
is extended 

A 32-year-old man arrested 
after a woman was killed 
when hit by car at a bus stop 
has had his bail extended.

Last week police said his 
bail had been extended as 
investigations continue. 

Miss McManus had at¬

Only a handful of civil 
servants in Whitehall were 
paid more than Dr Marsh’s 
salary in the past year, one 
of whom was Sir David Ni¬ 
cholson, the former chief 
executive of the entire NHS, 
who was on £255,000 to 
£259,999. 

Dr Marsh took over the 
East of England Ambulance 
Service at the beginning of 
the year but carried on with 
his West Midlands job. 

Tom Watson, MP for West 
Bromwich East, said: “This 
man is probably the highest 
paid public servant in the 
West Midlands and nobody 
has ever heard of him.”

GINGERBREAD at eight 
old pence per pound, shab¬ 
by strings and trousers wide 
enough for two. 

The variety of items 
sold at Dudley Market has 
changed from 1827, but 
market life goes on almost 
200 years later with a re¬ 
vamp well underway. 

But council bosses not 
wanting to forget the mar¬ 
ket’s past are to include a 
humorous poem by poet 
Ben Boucher on a new seat 
bench. 

A bronze seated statue of 
Mr Boucher will also be cast 
on one of the two benches in 
front of the Grade II listed 
fountain, which is also being 
refurbished. 

Lines from Mr Bouch¬ 
er’s Line on Dudley Market 
poem will be inscribed on 
the bench, which will be 
made of the same Portland 
stone as the fountain. 

Dudley Council lodged a 
planning application for the 
benches, which will be 13ft 
long and 4ft high. The work 
is part of a £6.7 improve¬ 
ment project to the market 
place. It is expected to be 
complete by early next year. 

Councillor Judy Foster, 
cabinet member for regen¬ 
eration, said: “We are using 
these seats as an opportu¬ 
nity to create something 
unique to Dudley.” 

Drink and 
drugs death 

A MAN found on the floor 
of his home died from a 
combination of alcohol and 
drugs, an inquest heard. 

Simon Bowen, aged 39, 
of Kingsway, Wollaston, 
had a history of depression 
and drinking, Dudley Coro¬ 
ner’s Court was told. A post 
mortem revealed the metal 
worker had a combination of 
morphine, ethanol and diaz¬ 
epam in his system after his 
body was found at his home 
on January 22. 

Senior Coroner Robin 
Balmain said, on balance, 
the cause of death was due 
to the effects of drugs and 
alcohol. 

New dig at cone 

A SECOND excavation has 
been launched at a famous 
glass-making site after an 
earlier dig uncovered the re¬ 
mains of two historic glass 
cones. Volunteers, including 
Amblecote History Society, 
took part in the excavation 
at Amblecote’s Glasshouse 
College earlier this year. 


Traders consider loyalty card proposal 


BUSINESS leaders in Halesowen want to 
introduce a loyalty card scheme in an at¬ 
tempt to tackle a slump in customer num¬ 
bers. 

Traders are investigating the proposal as 
part of a raft of ideas thought up to try and 
entice more shoppers to the area. 

Newly-appointed chairman of the town’s 
chamber of trade, Wayne Edwards, is to 
present the loyalty card scheme at a busi¬ 
ness meeting today at Thursfields Solicitors 
in Hagley Road. 


He said: “People are still interested in 
their local town but we’re competing in a 
difficult market. 

“We have rising car parking charges, the 
internet and the attraction of Merry Hill. 

Ideas 

“What we are doing is coming up with 
new ideas to bring people back into the 
town and make use of our businesses.” 

Although the plan for the loyalty card is 
in its early stages, Mr Edwards said shop¬ 


pers would earn points by recommending 
town businesses to friends and family.. The 
points could then be used for discounts. 

He said: “Town life has been around for a 
local time, it is a great place to socialise and 
support the local economy. 

“For every pound spent locally, 70p goes 
into the local economy. While for every 
pound spent at a major supermarket, only 
five per cent comes to the local economy.” 

Mr Edwards runs a company called Less 
For Office Supplies and has a shop in Hale¬ 


sowen town centre called Less For Ink. He 
said he had been in discussions with the 
Black Country Chamber of Trade about the 
proposal and the move has been welcomed 
by community leaders. 

Councillor Karen Shakespeare said: “I 
think it is great the businesses are getting 
together to put something like a loyalty 
card scheme together. 

£The cards are offered everywhere these 
days, and there is no reason why it can’t be 
used to support local trade.” 


Blueprint to build homes 
on rail and canal corridors 


DERELICT schools, a closed foundry and for¬ 
mer college sites are among the target areas 
for new homes unveiled by Dudley Council. 

Council officers have identified locations for 16,127 
homes in the borough by 2026 to help tackle a housing cri¬ 
sis that sees 63,000 new homes needed across the Black 
Country. 

In a development strategy released for public consulta¬ 


tion until September 12, lo¬ 
cations for the housing have 
been outlined. If backed by 
councillors, the document 
will be used by housing de¬ 
velopers and planners. 

Officers say 2,322 homes 
are to be started soon. 

Identified 

Over the next 12 years, 
officers have identified space 
for a further 10,971 homes, 
including 1,037 in Stour¬ 
bridge, Halesowen and Dud¬ 
ley town centres. 

A total of 1,511 homes has 
been allocated for Stour¬ 
bridge and Brierley Hill. 

The main focus will be 
housing on former indus¬ 
trial land along the canal 
network and close to town 
centres. 

The Longlands Campus 
of Birmingham Metropol¬ 
itan College could hold 34 
homes. The former Lloyds 
foundry in Brettell Lane, 
Brierley Hill, could be 
turned into an estate for 80 
dwellings. The former Stu¬ 
art Crystal Works, off High 
Street in Wordsley, could 
provide space for 72 homes. 

In an area covering Dud-

ley town centre to Brierley 
Hill, officers believe 1,358 
homes can be built. This 
includes the site of Dud¬ 
ley Guest Hospital , where 
there is room for 172 prop¬ 
erties. Development pro¬ 
posals are already being put 
together. 

Recently vacated Dud¬ 
ley Council office buildings 
at Claughton House, off 
Blowers Green Road, could 
provide space for 36 homes 
and the Steel Stockholders 
site in Pensnett Road could 
be turned into an estate for 
135 homes. 

Meanwhile, a total of 
1,407 homes could be built 
in an area called the Jewel¬ 
lery Line, a corridor of land 
following the railway line 
between Birmingham and 
Worcester, which includes 
Lye. 

A total of 24 homes have 
been earmarked for the 
former Holt Farm Primary 
School, 140 at Caledonia 
Sewage Works and 10 for 
Springfield Works in Pear¬ 
son Street, Lye.

Family’s 
joy over 
their little 
fighter’ 

THEY call him their little 
fighter — an apt name for a 
tiny boy who has defied the 
odds. 

Born on February 3, 11 
weeks early, and weigh¬ 
ing just one-and-a-half 
pounds, Harrison Jordan’s 
life was touch and go dur¬ 
ing his early days.

Pub and chip shop to 
boost museum funds 


CHIPS and beer are at the forefront of the 
Black Country Living Museum’s plans to in¬ 
crease revenue to fund investment. 

Around 240,000 people visited the Black Country 
Living Museum during 2013, continuing a down¬ 


ward trend since 2009. 
museum at Tipton Road 
£15,000. 

But museum bosses say 
they are optimistic as this 
was much better than losses 
of £300,000 the previous 
year. They have set a target 
of 254,000 visitors in 2014 
to break-even and aim to 
earn more income through 
the museum’s famous fish 
and chips and its pub,The 
Bottle and Glass.

Mr Lovett said: “Al¬ 
though we need and gets 
lots of support with large de¬ 
velopments at the museum 
and to allow us to do special 
projects, we rely on our own 
efforts to attract paying vis¬ 
itors to meet our everyday 
costs - amounting to about 
£4 million each year. To do

this in 2014 we need to wel¬ 
come a little over 250,000 
visitors. It’s what many 
businesses would call their 
break-even point.” 

The museum revealed it 
made a loss of £15,491 but 
this was an ‘enormously 
positive improvement’ on 
the year before. 

“Our costs were too 
high,” said Mr Lovett. “And 
although we have fixed that 
issue, we want to attract an 
ever-increasing number of 
visitors and to earn more 
income from things like our 
fish and chip shop, baker’s, 
pub and our gift shop, so 
that we can invest in the 
site and continue to provide 
a really special visit.” 

The museum was helped 
by Government axing pro¬ 
posed changes to the cur¬ 
riculum that could have 
resulted in a fall in school 
bookings. There are propos¬ 
als for a schools’ reception 
centre at the museum.

That Tommy Mundon never 
managed to make it onto a na¬ 
tional stage was a great injustice 
to a great man. But an even big¬ 
ger injustice to those who were 
denied the opportunity to see 
him at work.

And while we’re on the sub¬ 
ject, here are a few words from 
the great man: 

“I’ve just landed a new job 
working in a ladies’ sauna. I have 
to go in every now and again and 
top up the water while all the la¬ 
dies are in their naked, and then 
afterwards I have to give them a 
massage.

£350 a week! Still, I think I can 
afford it.”

Farewell Tommy, 
king of the loffs 


MARK ANDREWS takes 
an affectionate look back 
at the life of Black Country 
entertainer Tommy Mundon 

THE irony was not lost on 
Tommy Mundon when he was 
forced to retire after being di¬ 
agnosed with Parkinson’s dis¬ 
ease. 

‘Tm now a stand-up comedian 
who can’t stand up for long,” he 
said. 

Now, after a five-year battle with this 
most cruel of illnesses, the king of Black 
Country comedy has died, four months 
after celebrating his 80th birthday. 

His act was a throwback to another 
age, littered with colourful anecdotes 
about close-knit communities and pigs in 
the back yard. He evoked images of the 
simple joys of life, of happiness in times 
of adversity. 

Ken Dodd, a close friend of Tommy’s 
for more than 20 years, paid tribute to 
the man who spent more than half a cen¬ 
tury making the Black Country laugh. 

Dodd, who last saw Tommy last year, 
spoke of his sadness at the passing of the 
Black Country comedy legend. 

“I am extremely saddened to hear the 
news,” he said. “He was a wonderful 
friend and a wonderful comedian. 

“And he was more than a comedian, 
he was a humorist, he knew all the Black 
Country stories. 

“I admired him hugely. I had known 
Tommy for a long time and he became 
a very good friend, and he was a great 
personality.” 

Friend Alan Smith, known under his 
stage name Aynuk, had appeared with 
him on stage numerous times over the 
past 50 years. The 76-year-old from 
Netherton, Dudley, recalled Tommy’s 
pride in the Black Country. “Tommy was 
a proper Black Countrymon,” he said.

“He was a familiar face. He could not 
go anywhere without being recognised. 
He was an ambassador for the Black 
Country.” 

A lifelong resident of Halesowen - 
he was a pupil of the County Modern 
Boys’ School, now Windsor High School 
- Tommy was a born showman. “I’ve 
always been the clown - right from 
school,” he said. He recalled putting on 
his first show at the age of four or five 
when he was growing up in the town’s 
Chapel Street. 

“I lived in a terraced house, with a 


double entry which went from front 
to back. I put up a curtain at the back 
which I would use as my backdrop. 
That was my first performance.” 

At school, his teachers discovered he 
had a knack for keeping classes amused 
with stories he had made up. 

But it was his fundraising efforts for 
Hasbury Methodist church which gave 
him his first real taste of the limelight. 

“I don’t know what it was, but I had 
this talent for making people laugh,” 
he said. “A chap called Alan Bissell per¬ 
suaded me to have a go on my own, and 


he wrote me a sketch, and before you 
knew it I we were doing clubs and Ro¬ 
tary dinners.” One thing he could not do 
was stick to his script. 

“Right from the start I was ad-libbing 
a lot,” he said. “I was probably 14 or 
15 on my first show. It went very well 
though. In those days, folks would laugh 
at anything.” 

In the early 1970s he joined the Black 
Country Night Out show, performing 
with popular Black Country comics Dolly 
Allen and Doug Parker, poet Harry Har¬ 
rison and folk singer Jon Raven. 

But at this time he was better known 
as part of the MWM light entertainment 
troupe, which saw team up with Oppor¬ 
tunity Knocks winners Tony and Keith 
West, and singer Linda Marsh. 

Canada 

By the late 70s his act was going 
global, with several of his tapes being 
sold to Black Country expats living 
abroad. In 1979 the Black Country 
Night Out show went on tour in Canada, 
but Tommy was not part of it due to his 
job as a lorry driver for Dudley Council. 

“I was the only one who had a day 
job,” he recalled. “They told me I could 
take a month’s holiday from work, but I 
wouldn’t get paid.” 

The highlight of his career came when 
he performed in front of a packed Sym¬ 
phony Hall in Birmingham a few years 
ago. “It holds around 2,000 people, and 
I remember walking out onto the stage. 

“If you can get a few laughs at the be¬ 
ginning, it builds your confidence, and 
when 2,000 people started laughing it 
was wonderful.” 

Tommy continued to be in huge de¬ 
mand right up until the moment he was 
forced to end his showbusiness career in 
2012. 

His act was rooted in a rose-tinted 
image of a Black Country which never 
existed, and the audiences couldn’t get 
enough of it. With his passing, another 
link to the Black Country of old, is lost 
forever. We shall not see his like again.

GEORGE Osborne’s announce¬ 
ment that the £353 million ‘su¬ 
per’ hospital for the Black Coun¬ 
try can finally go ahead is a big 
one. 

The much-maligned Private 
Finance Initiative has been in for 
an overhaul. Now here comes 
the hospital courtesy of PF2 - a 
private finance scheme that’s a 
little less, well, private. 

The old system gave us 
schools, hospitals and more but 
came with a pretty hefty mort¬ 
gage in terms of long-term, reg¬ 
ular payments from the public 
purse. The new arrangement is 
meant to be smaller and simpler. 
But while it’s all been drawn up, 
the long wait for the super hos¬ 
pital in Smethwick went on. And 
on. And it’s not over. 

It’s still subject to a business 
case being approved and there 
won’t even be spades in the 
ground before 2016. What it 
does give the Chancellor, and 
the Tory party for that matter, is 
something to talk about in the 
run-up to the General Election. 

The announcement was made 
at Rowley Regis Hospital, which 
we are told is going to play a 
greater role once the new acute 
hospital a few miles away is up 
and running. It could have been 
made at Sandwell General or 
City Hospitals instead, I sup¬ 
pose. 

But then they’re in safe Labour 
seats whereas Rowley Regis is 
in a key marginal battleground 
that the Tories have to hold on 
to. I’m sure that’s not the reason 
for doing it there, though. 

Talking of George Osborne, 
here’s a little insight into what 
goes on in the run-up to getting 
an interview. 

These days, whenever any 
prominent politician from any 
party comes to town, the spin 
doctors like to gather reporters 
in a little room. At some point 
during the visit the politician is 
brought in to see the waiting me¬ 
dia who are allowed to ask one, 
or maybe two, questions each. 

Before they arrive, a spin doc¬ 
tor asks the reporters if they can 
‘maybe, agree on who is going 
to ask what so there’s no dou¬ 
bling up’. They then ask to know 
exactly what questions we are 
going to give the politician so 
they can go and prepare them. 

Part of me thinks it’s good that 
if you’re asking about a very lo¬ 
cal matter it’s helpful if the poli¬ 
tician knows the background to 
give an informed response. But 
the other part of me thinks it’s a 
damned liberty. 

Most Most high-ranking politi¬ 
cians, past and present,are fairly 
adept at dealing with the curve 
ball question. I’m sure Mr Os¬ 
borne would have coped. 

Michael Gove, long before his 
unceremonious dumping as Ed¬ 
ucation Secretary, had not been 
briefed for a question in Wol¬ 
verhampton about the alleged 
rift between the Tories and Lib 
Dems over free school meals. 
And yet he answered quickly, 
confidently and professionally. 
His spin doctors were furious.

Should your rabbit be¬ 
come listless, or start 
breathing hard through an 
open mouth or go limp, get 
him to a vet immediately. 

Rabbits must be checked 
daily throughout summer 
months for signs of fly strike. 

Smaller animals, like 
hamsters, rats and gerbils, 
can be kept cool by opening 
windows and closing cur¬ 
tains, using a fan (but not 
pointing it directly at them), 
refreshing water and pro¬ 
viding a frozen water bottle, 
wrapped in a towel so that it 
cannot be chewed.

Housing 
charity is 
flooded 
with calls 

THE number of calls taken by homeless char¬ 
ity Shelter from people struggling to pay for 
their homes in the West Midlands has soared 
by just over 97 per cent in the last two years. 

In the year to the end of March year it had calls 
from 679 people in the region struggling to pay their 
rent or mortgage, or going into debt because of their 
housing costs which of¬ 
ficials say is a massive 
jump compared to 345 in 
2011/2012. 

The total number of call¬ 
ers to Shelter’s helpline 
from the West Midlands, 
which also includes con¬ 
cerns from people who are 
homeless, was 13,517 com¬ 
pared with 10,917 in 2012- 
2013 - an increase of 23.8 
per cent. 

Charity bosses say the 
figures reflect the growing 
number of people in the 
region facing an ongoing 
battle to keep up with their 
housing costs and the or¬ 
ganisation is warning that, 
with so many already living 
on a financial knife-edge, a 
job loss or serious illness can 
be all it takes to tip someone 
into a spiral that ends in 
homelessness. 

Over the last year, the 
helpline’s advisers heard

from 124,000 people across 
the country in need of sup¬ 
port. But nearly 54,000 calls 
went unanswered as the 
charity struggled to keep up 
with demand. 

Despite increasing the 
number of helpline advi¬ 
sors, the charity is finding 
that overwhelming need for 
their services continues to 
outstrip resource, making it 
impossible to answer every 
call. 

Shelter helpline adviser 
Nadeem Khan said: “It’s 
heart breaking to hear from 
families everyday who are 
desperate to keep a roof over 
their heads but it’s even 
worse to know that at any 
given time there could be 
others waiting desperately 
on the line who we just can’t 
get to.”

Repercussions of war 
felt across the region 


RAILWAY stations across the 
nation were bustling with ac¬ 
tivity. 

Thousands of part-time soldiers de¬ 
parting for their annual camp jostled 
with day-trippers making the most of 
the Bank Holiday weekend. 

Life continued as normal in towns 
and villages around Staffordshire and 
the Black Country. On Saturday, Au¬ 
gust 1, 1914,, throngs of people lined 
the streets in many towns to cheer the 
Territorials on their way, some units 
travelling by train while others were 
marching to camp. 

There was a particularly large turn¬ 
out in Wolverhampton where the men 
of the Royal Army Medical Corps were 
setting off on an 85-mile march to St 
Asaph in North Wales. 

The soldiers left their Drill Hall in 
Stafford Street just after 4pm. Also 
in the parade were Ambulance wag¬ 
ons, members of the Army Cyclist 
Corps and others. They rested in Tong 
in Shropshire, 10 miles away, that 
evening. Next night they had reached

Bletchley, near Market Drayton. But 
they would go no further. In the early 
hours, orders arrived to turn around 
and return to base. 

The following day, Tuesday, August 
4, at precisely 11pm, came the news 
that Britain was at war with Germany. 

Already in St Asaph were around 
920 men of the Walsall Territorials 
who had been given a hearty send- 
off on Sunday morning from the Drill 
Hall in Whittimere Street. 

Also in Wales were 1,000 men of the 
6th South Staffordshires, who had ar¬ 
rived that afternoon. Within 12 hours 
they were packing their kit bags and 
tents to return. The order had reached 
the camp at 2am. They arrived at Wol¬ 
verhampton High Level station at 
9.30am on Monday. 

The Worcestershire Regiments, 
whose strongest corps was the 7th Bat¬ 
talion which included 240 men from 


Dudley and 130 from Oldbury, were 
at camp in Minehead, Somerset when 
they were recalled. 

With war looking ever likely, the 
Government had held talks with the 
main railway companies and arrange¬ 
ments put in place for a takeover by 
the State in the case of emergency.

Arcade being returned to 
look of 1920s glory days 


WORK has begun on a major 
£200,000 restoration of a town cen¬ 
tre shopping mall to recapture its 
1920s heyday. 

Dudley’s Fountain Arcade is the 
latest building to be restored to its 
former glory under a wider master- 
plan for the town. 

Hidden architectural details have 
been uncovered already by the works 
on the arcade, which is locally listed. 

The Fountain Arcade, which 
stretches from Tower Street to the 
market place, dates back to 1925. 
Many of it original art deco features 
will be restored. 

Restoration plans have been made 
possible through Dudley Coun¬ 
cil’s Townscape Heritage Initiative 
which has already revamped other 
prominent buildings in the town. 
Cash has come through the Heritage 
Lottery Fund, Dudley Council, Eng¬ 


lish Heritage and the Housing and 
Communities Agency. 

Repairs to windows and stone¬ 
work are already under way as part 
of the project. Lost features such as 
blocked-up windows will be reopened 
and stone detailing to the pediment 
on the gable reinstated and install¬ 
ing new shop fronts is also planned. 

In recent days workers have un¬ 
covered some 1920s architectural 
features which they are now repair¬ 
ing and revealing. These include 
previously covered-up leaded fan¬ 
lights and elegant cream-coloured 
tiles, which were found under the 
rendering. 

Trader Alan Caswell, who owns 
the Arcade Toy Shop, said: “The end 
result will look superb. It is making 
Dudley look really nice and tradi¬ 
tional and makes it look different to 
other towns and Merry Hill.”

By-election will cost 
taxpayers £3.7m 

TAXPAYERS will foot a £3.7 million bill for holding a 
by-election to replace West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner Bob Jones. 

The election on August 21 was called following the 
sudden death of commissioner Mr Jones at the age of 59. 

The cost has been condemned by shadow policing min¬ 
ister Jack Dromey, who said the money could be used to 
put 158 police officers on the beat. 

Police and crime commissioners were created in 2012 
to replace police authorities, which were made up of 
councillors and lay members. 

Mr Jones, who represented Labour, was elected with 
a turnout of just 12 per cent. Across the country the av¬ 
erage turnout was 15 per cent and there are concerns 
over a worse turnout for a by-election in the summer 
holiday season. 

Legislation has been criticised after it emerged that 
authorities must hold a by-election within 35 working 
days of it being called by two members of the public. Mr 
Dromey said the election was called by two people ‘asso¬ 
ciated with UKIP’ within three days of Mr Jones’ death. 
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MPs back 
arrests over 
'copycat' 
web scams 


MPS in the Black Country have welcomed 
five arrests over copycat Government web¬ 
sites after both raising the issue in Westmin¬ 
ster. 

The arrests came after websites were mocked up 
to seem like official Government versions, leaving 
those who tried to order official documents such as 
passports and car tax disks out of pocket. 


The investigation from 
the National Trading 
Standards Board has been 
welcomed by both West Bro¬ 
mwich East MP Tom Wat¬ 
son, and Warley MP John 
Spellar after they called for 
something to be done. 

Campaigned 

Mr Watson campaigned 
against the misleading 
websites in Parliament and 
called for tougher action 
against those responsible. 

He said: “I welcome these 
arrests. Just last month I 
wrote to Francis Maude at 
the Cabinet Office to high¬ 
light how thousands of un¬ 
suspecting consumers are 
being ripped off by these 
scammers. 

“Many of these websites 
replicate the Government’s 
own DirectGov colour 
scheme and branding, mak¬ 
ing it difficult to tell the dif¬ 
ference. Sometimes people 
don’t even realise they have 
been misled until they read 
their bank statement.” 

Mr Spellar also met with 
the Minister responsible. He 
added: “I am really pleased 
they are cracking down on 
these low lives who are find¬ 
ing new ways to thieve hard 
earned money from ordi¬ 
nary people.

The arrests come after 
more than 5,700 complaints, 
largely to do with cons in¬ 
volving tax returns, driving 
licences and passports, were 
made to Citizens Advice and 
to the Advertising Stand¬ 
ards Authority.

The five arrested last 
week, under the Fraud Act, 
have been released on police 
bail pending further investi¬ 
gations. 

In an effort to force 
fraudsters out of business 
NTSB chairman Lord Har¬ 
ris said its eCrime team is 
now ‘making it as difficult 
as possible for these online 
hoaxers to operate’, and the 
Government has launched 
an awareness campaign. 


More than half scrap 
dealers get warning 

SEVEN out of 13 scrap metal sites visited in Sandwell dur¬ 
ing a joint council and police crackdown were found to be 
operating illegally. 

Officers visited businesses to check if they were licensed 
following a shake-up of the law in October. 

Disappointing 

Bosses from Sandwell Council said it was ‘disappointing’ 
so many businesses were found to be operating without a 
licence. The seven dealers were given a warning and ad¬ 
vice on how to apply for a licence. Another dealer found to 
be operating outside the terms of his licence was given a 
warning and advice. One unlicensed mobile collector had 
his load seized on site after questioning by police.

We have been waiting along 
time for this to happen and 
we want something done.” 

She said that she hoped 
the meeting would prove 
useful but was worried that 
it might be politicised. 

She added: “I will be very 
annoyed if I find that some¬ 
thing could have been done 
years ago. This is not just 
an issue for Cradley, there a

MP warns 
of holiday 
health card 
website con 


HOLIDAYMAKERS are being warned to 
avoid ‘rip-off’ websites that charge them or 
free health insurance cards. 

British citizens are entitled to European Health 
Insurance Cards (EHIC) that let them get state 
healthcare at a reduced cost or sometimes for free 
in other European Union countries. 

It is free to apply for them but there are websites that 


charge people a fee. Some 
charge around £24.99. 

But Adrian Bailey, MP 
for West Bromwich West, 
stressed that people did not 
need to pay. 

He said he was aware 
that the number of appli¬ 
cations for EHICs increase 
considerably in the summer 
but that there were ‘some 
ruthless websites’ who are 
taking advantage of holiday¬ 
makers by charging a fee for 
the free cards. 

Mr Bailey said: “I am 
pleased to learn that the 
Government has been 
working with Google to take 
action to stamp out these 
websites who mislead the 
public and charge for this 
free service as well as other 
Government services. 

“Often people are charged 
because they are directed 
through to these websites 
via an advertisement and 
then this becomes part of 
the holiday package when 
in fact there should be no 
charge at all. 

“I understand Google has 
already taken action against 
a number of these website. 
It does seem that there are 
some people who are al¬ 
ways prepared to rip-off the 
public whenever the oppor¬ 
tunity arises and the Gov-

ernment and Google have 
my full support in stamping 
out this practice once and 
for all.” 

One website that comes 
high on the list following a 
Google search for ‘European 
Health Insurance Card’ is 
europeanhealthcard.org.uk 
claims a ‘processing fee’ is 
required. 

Trading standards officers 
have warned people to check 
they are not falling victim to 
services that charge them 
needlessly for help with of¬ 
ficial documents. 

People were reporting 
that when they searched 
online for passports and 
driving licences, they were 
clicking on the sites of pri¬ 
vate companies who offered 
to process the application on 
their behalf. The websites 
are not illegal but charge 
people for a verification ser¬ 
vice they often do not need. 
The Advertising Standards 
Agency labels them ‘copycat 
sites’.

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£58k bill for man who sold 
fake designer clothes on eBay 


Long hours are 
not productive 

A BRIERLEY Hill lawyer has called for an 
end to the ‘burning the midnight oil’ cul¬ 
ture in the workplace, saying it is hamper¬ 
ing productivity. 

Hannah Scott, an employment lawyer at 
Waldron’s in Brierley Hill, said a new survey 
showed that almost half of UK managers 
work an extra day of unpaid overtime each 
week. The survey by the Institute for Lead¬ 
ership and Management follows changes 
to the law which give Britain’s workforce 
the right to ask for flexible working hours, 
rather than just parents and carers. 

Miss Scott said: “There is a burning the 
midnight oil culture here in the UK where 
those chained to their desk for the longest 
get a pat on the back, yet we are proven to 
be less productive than many of our Euro¬ 
pean neighbours.” 


THE boss of an online clothes busi¬ 
ness who sold counterfeit designer 
brands via internet auction site eBay 
has been ordered to pay £58,000. 

Matthew Brown ran Squashed Frog Clothing 
Company Ltd from his bedroom in his parents’ 
house in Copper Beech Drive in Wombourne, 
Stafford Crown Court heard. The 30-year-old 
was importing clothes from China and Bangla¬ 
desh before selling them on eBay. 

But a brand protection officer from Dutch 
designer company G-Star bought a T-shirt and 
found it to be fake, informing police and Trad¬ 


ing Standards officials at Staffordshire County 
Council. 

Police went to Brown’s home and seized 140 
boxes from a warehouse in Kingswinford. These 
included 1,890 fake G-Star T-shirts and 84 fake 
Superdry swimming shorts. 

Checks on his computer found Brown had 
used search engines to question the legitimacy 
of his supplier. 

Mr Tony Watkin, prosecuting, said: “He had 
been trading for around eight months and said 
G-Star and other brands came from supplier 
Clever Cloggs Clothing. He said he never con¬ 


tacted the original brand owners but said it had 
been part of his future plans to do that.” 

Mr Philip Morris, defending, said the fake 
items had been a ‘small’ part of the business. 

Brown and the company were found guilty 
by magistrates on four counts of possessing and 
selling counterfeit goods after a three-day trial 
Brown was sentenced to a six-week sus¬ 
pended prison sentence and the company to a 
two-year conditional discharge. Brown was also 
told to repay £54,000, £4,000 costs and an £80 
victim surcharge. The company must pay £4,000 
costs and a £15 surcharge.

A CAMPAIGNING MP has 
welcomed a Government 
decision to lift a ban on 
schools keeping spare inhal¬ 
ers, which she believes will 
save lives. 

Margot James, the MP 
for Stourbridge, was among 
those calling for a change 
in the law to help children 
who could otherwise die 
needlessly from an asthma 
attack. The blue reliever in¬ 
halers, most commonly used 
to treat asthma attacks, are 
prescription-only medicines 
and that meant schools were 
not allowed to keep a spare 
inhaler for emergencies in¬ 
volving children who did not 
have their own. 

Charity Asthma UK says 
1.1 million children with the 
condition across the UK are 
at risk because schools are 
not allowed to keep an extra 
device in case of emergency. 

Having campaigned on 
this issue for the past 12 
months, Miss James pressed 
Health Minister Jane Elli¬ 
son for an update and was 
told legislation would be put 
in place with the law change 
coming into force on Octo¬ 
ber 1. 

Miss James said: “I am de¬ 
lighted that the government 
has listened to the concerns 
of local parents and teach¬ 
ers. The change in the law 
will come into place early in 
the new school year.” 


Firefighter 
dies aged 50 


A LEADING figure in the 
West Midlands Fire Service 
has died at the age of 50.

POLICE have launched a 
guns amnesty following a 
law change that will see an¬ 
yone found with a firearm 
risking a life sentence 

The new legislation increases 
the maximum jail term for illegal 
gun possession from 10 years to 
life - and that includes anyone 
who is storing a weapon for some¬ 
one else. 

The Home Office amendments also 
clamp down on antique firearms amid 
fears obsolete weapons are being made 
viable by criminals. Anyone given a 
prison sentence, including suspended 
sentences, of three months or more is 
now banned from possessing this type 
of gun which could previously be held 
as an ornament with a relevant certif¬ 
icate. 

Those who have them must now 
make arrangements to dispose of them

and, to ensure none are dumped or fall 
into the wrong hands. West Midlands 
Police will allow guns to be handed 
over at police stations. 

The amnesty that includes hand¬ 
guns, rifles, BB guns, imitation fire¬ 
arms, ammunition or antiques means 
people can do this without risk of pros¬ 
ecution until August 2. 

Detective Inspector Andy Bannister, 
said: “The problem of antique weap¬ 
ons being used in crime is a threat we 
need to address. We welcome tighter 
controls that close any loopholes that 
may be exploited by criminals.” 

“People need to ask themselves — 
are you prepared to risk a life behind 
bars by holding a firearm for another 
person?” 

Firearms can be taken to any one of 
the 41 police stations across the West 


Midlands - 11 of which have round- 
the-clock front desks - but people are 
advised to check station opening times 
in advance. 

The last amnesty, in 2003, saw 
1,265 firearms plus 53,190 rounds of 
ammunition handed over to West Mid¬ 
lands Police as part of a month-long 
nationwide amnesty. 

Det Insp Bannister added: “People 
can hand over weapons anonymously 
but the history of any live weapons 
surrendered will be checked for evi¬ 
dence of its use in crimes. However, 
someone found in possession of a 
firearm in public cannot simply claim 
they were on their way to surrender 
the weapon. They would need to prove 
they had good intentions and we will 
take into account their location, the 
time and the manner in which the 
weapon was being carried.”

O h look, it’s just what we 
were all crying out for - 
another new TV talent 

show. 

But before you get start getting 
too cynical, this new singing 
contest does have a twist, and 
we’re not talking about chairs that 
spin round. 

Thanks to a real-time interactive 
app, the viewing public won’t have 
to listen to the opinions of a panel 
of expert judges before they are 
allowed to start voting, but will be 
able to take complete control of 
the show themselves. 

Perhaps we should let presenter 
Alan Carr explain it. The Chatty 
Man says: “When they said it was 
a singing show, I thought ‘No, no, 
no!’ But when I saw this app, I 
thought it felt really different. 

“While the singers are 
performing their song on the show, 
they’re standing on a conveyer belt 
called The Track. If you like them, 
you press ‘hit’, if you don’t you 
press ‘miss’. The more hits they 
get, they move towards the gold 


zone, where they could win up to 
£10,000. Or, if it’s all ‘Misses’, you 
could disappear backwards 
through the flaps to a life of 
misery.” 

He adds: “But people can’t vote 
unless they’ve downloaded the 
app. Well, they can shout at the 
telly, but it’s not going to make a 
blind bit of difference.” 

And according to Carr, that’s not 
the only thing that makes The 
Singer Take It All stand out. For a 
start, unlike certain other TV talent 
contests we can name, it definitely 
won’t be taking itself too seriously, 
or promising to turn anyone into 
an international superstar. 

The comedian says: “We’re not 
saying Ten million records.’ It’s got 
the same feel to it as when you do 
karaoke down the pub - there’s no 
pressure, just come and have a 
go. 

‘And there’s all of that rubbish on 
the talent shows of ‘I don’t like 
you...[pause]... I LOVE you!’, 
‘You’re a dark horse, This 
competition just got exciting.’ Here 


there isn’t any of that, it’s stripped 
bare. Nobody’s cat has just died.” 

What The Singer Takes It All 
does have though is a celebrity 
guest who will give a bit of 
guidance and feedback - and Carr 
has some practical advice of his 
own for the would-be warblers. 

“I’ve been on the conveyor belt, 
and it’s very off-putting. When it 
jolts when you hit a bum note and 
the audience decides that you’re 
rubbish, and it starts to move, it’s 
really tricky. I would wear flat 
shoes, that would be my hint.” 

However, he admits he’s in less 
of a position to give pointers on 
vocal technique. 

“I can either do really low, like 
Barry White, or high like the Bee 
Gees or Kate Bush. There’s no 
happy medium with my voice, I’m 
afraid. Actually, I wanted to sing a 
song at the end of the show like 
Cilia Black did on Surprise, 
Surprise. Strangely, they said no.” 

At least the contestants are 
guaranteed to be heard, even if 
they don’t stick around for long.

Japan 


Japan - an ancient culture of emperors, fierce shoguns, 
samurais and brutal martial arts. Yet it’s also a place of 
gentle geishas, colourful kimonos, exquisite garden 
design and Zen Buddhism. 

The tour covers three of Japan's capitals, both past and present: 
Tokyo, Kyoto and Nara. 

There’s the chance to ride on a high speed bullet train past iconic 
Mt. Fuji, a trip by aerial gondola to see the Owakudani ‘Boiling 
Valley’ and the option to stay at a typical Japanese inn, bathe in 
a hot spring, and see the spot where the first atom bomb was 
detonated. 

In Tokyo see its most fascinating districts, including the shopping 
and entertainment mecca of Ginza and the Akihabara electronic 
town - home to one of the first stores devoted to personal robots. 
Then to the north of the city there’s the scenic area Nikko National 
Park, relatively unknown outside Japan. Surrounded by 
breathtaking lakes, waterfalls, forests and hot springs, a visit is 
made to one of the country's most extraordinary shrines

Venga just 
one of Kia’s 
models to 
up its game

Kia’s good-looking and roomy supermini 
MPV isn’t quite there yet in terms of cabin 
quality but it isn’t far off. Aspects of the in¬ 
terior feel really classy and the folding rear 
seats work well. 

The 1.4-litre CRDi diesel isn’t the Venga’s best 
unit but it delivers 63mpg economy with the aid of a 
standard stop/start system. 

As car buyers we like our preconceptions. Without them 
how could we possibly make sense of the monumental 
range of choice we’re faced with? 

There are just too many cars out there and it’s really useful 
if we can dismiss some of them out of hand based on what 
we think we know about the companies that make them. 
Now get ready for the bad news, if you don’t occasionally re¬ 
vise these prejudices towards certain makes or models, you 
might end up missing out in a big way. For example and like 
it or not, anybody looking for a small family car with a diesel 
engine should at least consider the Kia Venga 1.4 CRDi. 

If you’re thinking that Kia makes basic, cheap cars that fall 
below the quality standards set but the big name brands, 
you’ve just proven the point about revising those precon¬ 
ceptions from time to time. Much to the consternation of 
Ford, Vauxhall, Volkswagen, Renault and the other compa¬ 
nies that UK car buyers gravitate towards by default, Kia has 
been on the up. 

We’ve seen a concerted effort by the Korean firm to up its 
game and compete on an equal footing with the big players. 

The Venga is a supermini MPV and prime evidence of the 
progress that has been made. It’s built in Europe to Europe¬ 
an quality standards and designed to European tastes for 
sale on the European market. As Europeans and with Kia 
having gone to all this trouble, we really should give it a 
chance. 

It’s the diesel Venga we’re concerned with here, a model 
that will be crucial to the car’s success in its intended Euro¬ 
pean heartland. The engine is a 1.4-litre CRDi common-rail 
injection unit with 89bhp at 4,000rpm and 163Nm of torque 
between 1,750 and 2,750rpm. 

Acceleration from 0-62mph takes 14seconds which is far 
from lively but the engine gives up its power in a smooth 
manner with good flexibility. It’s not the most refined unit, 
filling the cabin with booming sound when pushed hard and 
coming over a little coarse on part throttle. 

The actual handling of the Venga is worthy of praise with 
the well-weighted steering provoking crisp responses. 

Roundabouts 

Don’t expect anything too dynamic because this is a taller 
vehicle than a conventional supermini and its height is felt 
in corners through a bit of body roll. The chunky steering 
wheel feels good in the hands and the upright driving posi¬ 
tion affords good visibility, although the A-pillars do obstruct 
your view on roundabouts. The ride is comfortable, the sus¬ 
pension taking bumps in its stride, and the Venga generally 
feels very at home in the urban streets where most owners 
will use it. 

The cabin is what it’s all about here and the Venga is cer¬ 
tainly roomy with plenty of legroom and a boot of 440-litres. 
Kia has put particular thought into how owners will accom¬ 
modate their luggage and the boot area can be extended to 
570 litres by sliding the rear seat forward or through the two- 
tier boot floor, even before you get involved in folding the 
rear seats down. When you are forced to employ Kia’s Fold 
& Dive seating system, which operates with a reassuring so¬ 
lidity, the 60:40 split rear seats drop to create a flat load floor 
with a 1,552mm load length and a 1,253 litre capacity. 

Kia’s quest to enhance the quality of its products has 
been a successful one and the parts of the Venga that you 
look at and touch most regularly appear to be a match for 
the sector’s finest. 

The design is uncomplicated and there are nice details 
like the tactile metallic bezels on the main dials and the crisp 
illumination of the instruments. 

Before it began clambering up market, Kia was known 
for low prices and lots of equipment. You still get a fair bit of 
kit for your money in the Venga but the prices reflect Kia’s 
desire for parity with mainstream rivals. The trim levels are 
handily dubbed 1, 2 and 3. The entry-level one featuring 
basics like electric windows, a CD stereo, the Fold & Dive 
seating system and a centre armrest. The car comes in a 
single five-door bodystyle with six-speed gearboxes for the 
diesel models featured here. 

The diesel Vengas come with the EcoDynamics badge 
on their tailgates which refers to the presence of Kia’s Eco¬ 
Dynamics fuel saving technology. The highlight of this is the 
ISG stop-start system which turns off the engine when the 
car is stationary and restarts it automatically when it’s time 
to move off. The Venga also has gear-shift indicator lights 
and low rolling resistance tyres on versions with 15” or 16” 
wheels. The 1.4 CRDi diesel returns close to 63mpg on the 
combined cycle with emissions of 117g/km. This doesn’t 
make it the cleanest car in the sector but it comes close.

It would be a 
massive achievement and I would be very, 
very proud. But I think I will always have 
that disappointment. 

“I don’t think it will ever go away to be 
honest, until I retire maybe.
